No difference can be seen between the subject-matter of claims 1 and 15 and the 
susceptor and apparatus known from D1 . 

Dependent claims 2 to 14, respectively 16 to 22 do not contain any features which in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty (claims 2, 6-8, 12, 13, 18, 19, 21 and 22) and/or 
inventive step (claims 3-5, 9-11, 14-17 and 20), see documents D1-D5 and the 
corresponding passages cited in the search report.
